Emsweller, the low bidder, shortly 
after the contract was let. but it was 
found that the case had to be filed by 
a taxpayer of the township, which 
resulted in Brown bringing the pres­ 
ent action. A restraining order was 
issued in lite first Case and later di-.- 
-olved.

missed and the costs paid before the 
second ca^e was started.

2:15 this afternoon and the argument 
was opened by John A. Tits worth, a t­ 
torney for the plaintiff, who was fol­ 
lowed by Donald Smith, a t t o r n e y for 
Wilk & ( V A. J. Ross of Ai'derson- 
weller’s eousel, was next and A ttor­ 
ned Raymond Sprigger of Conners­ 
ville. of the defendant's counsel, was 
text. Gates Sexton, cloned 1 ie argu­ 
ment for the complainant. 
T. J. Hume was the Atm member of 
I he board of enmmis-ionei - to ?>e 
placed on the witne s >tand. I!, te~- 
tified that, after lite time 
limit 
for 
bids being received on the dux of the 
contract letting, the tiiree i st .mates 
offered in the Apple highway matter, 
were opened and read in the presence 
of the bidders and a number of other 
people, and that the commissioners, 
which is in accordance with 
their 
usual custom, retired to a 
room to 
deliberate before awarding the con­ 
tract. He said they were accompan­ 
ied bv the county attorney and the 
deputy auditor.

Wilk & Co., was called bito the room 
after it was decided to give his con­ 
cern the contract. 
Ile said that lie 
had never been approached es;aer by 
Wilk or by the county attorney John 
ll. Kiplinger, in regard to the con­ 
tract of the Norman Apple road or 
any other highway.

The names of the 
taxpayers

Orange township who petitioned the 
commissioners to give the contract to 
Wilk A Co., for which reason they 
did, were read in evidence.

William Emsweller, the low bidder, 
testified he was formerly in the road 
contracting business but that he had 
sold his outfit. He declared, how­ 
ever, that he had prepared to pur­ 
chase a stone crushing outfit and an 
engine in case he got the Apple road 
contract. 
Attorneys for the plaintiff sought 
to prove the words “and best” had 
been inserted in the record of the 
letting of the contract at the behest 
of the commissioners.

man of southeastern Europe, who is 
surely and sorely in need of the serv­ 
ices of a physician.” 
General Allison takes up in order tho 
armies of the contending nations, be­ 
ginning with Turkey. 
The Turks, ac­ 
cording to General Allison’s figures, as­ 
sume to have an infantry total of 37,- 
008 officers and 1.222,000 enlisted men, 
a cavalry strength of 1.580 officers and 
20.800 
enlisted 
men. 
an 
artillery 
strength of 1,032 officers and 20.380 
men and 245 officers and 10.470 enlist­ 
ed men in the engineer corps, besides 
a medical corps and a transportation 
department. 
“How much of this vast paper force 
actually 
exists,” 
General 
Allison 
writes, “what proportion of that actu­ 
ally existing can be made available 
for work in the Balkans, is a m atter of 
pure conjecture. 
Colonel Brose, late 
of the information department of the 
German general staff, estimates such 
number as GOO,OOO men of all arms, 
and this estimate is liberal.” 


W a r S tre n g th of A llies. 
The war strength of the allies Gen­ 
eral Allison places at GSO,OOO men, of 
whom Bulgaria furnishes 350,000, Ser­ 
via 180.000. Greece 100,000 aud Monte­ 
negro 50,000. 
Writing of the Bulgarian army, Gen­ 
eral Allison points out that the present 
great fighting machine was organized 
less than eight years ago. The organi­ 
zation is divided into four parts—the 
field or active army, the active army 
reserve, the reserve army and the mili­ 
tia. 
Prior to the present war the Bul­ 
gar army was distributed in nine divi­ 
sional areas, each with a headquarters, 
and these areas knew exactly how 
many men of all arms could be called 
upon in the1 event of war. 
The divi­ 
sions were subdivided into districts, 
and from each district the organiza­ 
tion was such as to produce at the ear­ 
liest possible moment one fully equip­ 
ped regiment of four battalions. 
The Servian arm y is singled out for 
praise by the army officer, as are also 
the fighting forces of Greece and Mon­ 
tenegro. 
General 
Allison calls the 
Montenegrins an intrepid race of sharp­ 
shooters. with an organization so per­ 
fect that it can be concentrated within 
a few days, the army being accompa­ 
nied. when it is in the field, by the 
wives and daughters of the soldiers, 
who carry the ammunition and cook 
all of the food. 
The Greek army. General Allison 
points out. has learned the lesson of its 
defeat by Turkey in 1897. and since 
that time farreaching administrative 
changes and disciplinary reforms have 
been adopted, and the present Greek 
force is the outgrowth of that transi­ 
tion. 
A r tille r y ’s P a rt. 
Report- from the seat of war agree 
on the Important part that th * artil­ 
lery has played In the present war. 
General Allison gives much space to 
this arm of the service and shows 
w hat each of the allied states, as well 
as Turkey, has In the way of big guns. 
The Turkish artillery comprises field, 
horse, mountain artillery and howitzer 
batteries, fortress artillery and artil­ 
lery depots 
All of the organizations 
are part of the Turkish regular army, 
and there is no second line of artillery. 
On a war footing each field battery has 
4 officers aud UK) to 120 enlisted men. 
The latest available reports give the 
total Turkish artillery strength as 108 
field batteries (LISS guns), eighteen 
horse batteries (ICS guns), forty moun­ 
tain batteries (240 guns! and twelve 
howitzer batteries (72 guns). 
These 
guns are all of the various Ivrupp 
types. The artillery ammunition train 
consists of 1.254 w agons. 
The 
Bulgarian 
artillery 
numbers 
about 13.000 officers and men. The ar­ 
tillery consists mainly of 8.7 and 7.5 
centimeter Krupp guns. G.5 centimeter 
Krupp mountain pieces. Krupp 12 cen­ 
timeter and Schneider how itzers, Creu 
zot siege guns and 7.5 centimeter Creu- 
zot quick firers. 
The number of guns 
is 1.154. 
The Servian artillery comprises only 
Schneider-Canet 
quick 
firing 
guns, 
while tho Montenegrin artillery con­ 
sists of eighteen siege, twenty-five 
field and thirty-eight mountain guns. 
four howitzers, fifteen mortars and 
eighteen Gatling and Maxlm-Norden- 
feldt machine guns. 
The Greek artillery consists of thir­ 
ty-six 
batteries 
of 
7.5 
centimeter 
Schneider-Canet three heavy and alx 
mountain batteries of six guns each, 
7.5 centimeter special barrel. 
Tho 
heavy guns are of 17, 15 and 10.5 ceati- 
meters, with two batteries of howit­ 
zers.

farm products are so ld . 
The mer­ 
chant also supplies the fanner with 
the necessary articles which can not 
be supplied on tile farm. These con­ 
ditions make these classes mutually 
dependent and for this reason they J 
should work together and the great­ 
est harmony should pervail. 
lly various ex}>eriineiits during tile 
past half decade, it has been shown 
conclusively that the greatest value 
is not being obtained from the soil. 
Statistics show that the corn 
crop 
this year amounted to 3,109,000,900 
bushels 
valued 
at 
$1,859,099,OOO. 
This is an 
average of only 
thirty 
bushels to the acre. In experimental 
fields, however, it has 
been 
shown 
that the .ground is capable of produc­ 
ing a hundred bushels to the acre 
where the projier care is given to the 
selection of seed, plowing fertilizing 
and cultivation. During the past few 
years hundreds of acres of grouud in 
our own country hare been made to 
produce larger and better crops by 
proper fertilization, which costs but 
a comparative small sum iii the first 
instance but results in larger returns 
to the land owner. 
The short course, such as will be 
conducted 
in 
Cambridge 
City 
will 
aid 
materially 
in 
bringing 
about the desired results. 
The lec­ 
tures and demonstrations are given 
by instructors who have gone over 
the ground thoroughly and after 
years of close study are prepared to 
impart their knowledge to the fafm- 
er. 
Doubtless many suggestions can 
be obtained from the 
short 
course 
lectures which are the result of years 
of study, and which if properly ap­ 
plied can be adopted at once in prac­ 
tical agriculture resulting in 
larger 
crops and a general improvement of 
I arni conditions. 
The national government and state 
has been aiding the farm er in every 
way they can. 
When it was found 
that some conditions could be better­ 
ed,

The Bailey brothers denied the accu­ 
sation Monday and were supported 
by an affidavit by the Lawson girl, 
which was offered in evidence.

Josiah 
Quincy, twice mayor of Boston and 
assistant secretary of state 
under 
President Cleveland; Dr. William J. 
Morton, son of the physician who dis­ 
covered how valuable ether is as an 
anaesthetic, and Albert Freeman, who 
hitherto has achieved notoriety as a 
promoter of mining companies. There 
are three indictments against each of 
the defendants for conspiracy and one 
for a felony. 
The felony is based on 
the charge that they used the mails to 
get money under false pretenses, and 
the conspiracy consists in the charge 
that they used the mails fraudulently.

called before 
Judge Hough in the 
United States district court. John Mc­ 
Kinnon. who was secretary and treas­ 
urer of the mining companies with 
which the defendants were identified 
and who was indicted with them, was 
not lined up with them. 
This led to 
the re j to vt that he w’ould be a witness 
against his former associates, but on 
this subject the United States district 
attorney. Mr. Wise, maintained a sat­ 
isfied silence. 
It was noticeable that 
Mr. Hawthorne and Dr. Morton, both 
white haired and mustached, sat to­ 
gether during the proceedings, while 
Freeman and ex-Mayor Quincy offered 
advice in the selection of jurors, had 
their heads together a good part of the 
time. 
It is the promotion and operation of 
the T cie a ga mi Cobalt mines, limited:

Judge Hough 
instructed the talesmen what they 
would have to determine was whether 
the promises and predictions made by 
Hawthorne and his associates were 
for the purposes of getting money by 
deception. 


PEACEFUL COMPROMISE 


A Promise of Better Things For the 
Dominican Republic Heard. 
Washington, Nov. 26.—A compro­ 
mise program has been agreed upon 
in the Dominican republic for the 
prest rvation of peace, according to 
word received at the state depart­ 
ment. and the early return 
to the 
United States of the American com­ 
missioners is predicted. 
The pr« sent administration in the 
Dominican republic will resign. 
Con­ 
gress met in extra session today to 
elect a successor to Eladio Victoria, 
who now heads the Dominican govern­ 
ment. This successor will probably be 
Archbishop Nod. who has been agreed 
on for the office of provisional presi­ 
dent. 
It >s believed at the state depart­ 
ment that the compromise agreed 
upon will result in many reforms in 
administrat on which will make possi­ 
b le ‘the restoration of tranquility in 
the republic. It is proposed to inst,..l 
the .provisional president net later 
than Dec. 1. 
He will probably hold 
office until the national elections can 
be held.

Mrs. Maud Ping. 


Bedford. Ind., Nov. 26.— The trial of 
Mrs. Maude Ping, charged with first 
degree murder for the killing of her 
husband. Jam es Ping, whom she shot 
to death following a quarrel at the 
supper table, has begun in the l a w ­ 
rence circuit court. 
The tragedy occurred on the evening 
of April 25. 
James P in g aged thirty- 
two, was seated at the supper table, 
with one of his small children on his 
knee. 
His young wife entered, placed 
a revolver near his head and pulled 
the trig* 
The bullet pierced his 
skull abow ’he left ear. killing him 
instantly. 
Walking into her sleeping 
room aud throwing herself on the bed, 
Mrs. Ping shot herself through the 
breast. 
The bullet missed her heart 
and afte r some weeks she recovered. 
Mrs. Ping’s defense is emotional in­ 
sanity. 
She was Ping’s second wife. 
and was only nineteen years old. 
A 
few weeks I before the shooting she had 
lost a baby, and intense grief, her at­ 
torneys 
will 
contend, 
affected 
her 
mind 
Furthermore, they will attempt 
to show that the couples married life 
was unhappy, because of the g irls 
jealousy.

Little Information of a Definite Char­ 


acter Is Permitted to Issue From Be­ 


hind the Doors of the Various Clos­ 


ets of State Where Issues of World 


Import Are Overshadowing All Other 


Subjects of Discussion. 


London, Nov. 2 6 —There is today 
throughout 
Europe, 
though 
in 
the 
chancellories the diplomats talk hope­ 
fully of the eventual settlem ent of the 
Balkan difficulty without a general 
war. a general feeling of unrest that 
is not quieted by the refusal of the 
governments to give any hint to their 
peoples as to what is in the wind. 
It 
has bel n a day of rumors, of the tell­ 
ing of siniste r stories and the prompt 
denial of the same. 
Vienna hears that an Austrian con­ 
sul has disappeared mysteriously. 
He 
was last heard of in a town captured 
by the Servians. 
Servia has refused 
to define her attitude until she is done 
with the Turk. 
She is said to he for­ 
tifying Belgrade. 
On the heels of this 
report there comes a story that Ans- J 
tria was about to present an ultimat- j 
nm to Servia and would act independ­ 
ently of the other powers. 
And w hile the troops are being mo- j 
blipped throughout Euroi>e and there 
Is talk of war on all m en’s lips at the J 
little village of Baghtche, near Biyuk- > 
Chekmendye. the plenipotentiaries of 
Turkey and Bulgaiia are discussing 
tho preliminaries for the negotiations 
for an armistice. 
They met on neutral ground. 
Be-, 
yond the general belief tfiat the Bul-, 
garians, exhausted by the war. a r e . 
willing to modify their first demands 
rejected by Turkey, and the intima­ 
tion that this was now going on, noth­ 
ing about the conference was given 
out. 
An armistice of eight days is re­ 
ported to have been arranged pending 
the outcome of these conferences, arid 
during that time the two armies will 
hold the positions they now occupy 
along the Tchataldja lines. 
The story of the disap|>earance of 
the Austrian consul at Prisrend. Herr 
Prochaska. com es from the 
Vienna 
correspondent of the Daily Mail. 
He 
says that the dispute between Austria 
and Servia has been very seriously 
aggravated by the rumors that the 
consul has been done away with. 
Ac­ 
cording to Ids dispatch Herr Bdl. the 
Austrian emissary dispatched to get 
into communication with 
Herr Pro­ 
chaska. arrived at I ’skub on Saturday, 
expecting to go to Prisrend. 
Accord­ 
ing to Herr Edl the Servian authori­ 
ties told him that as the railroad com­ 
munication with Prisrend had been in­ 
terrupted. he could not go on. 
Where­ 
upon he said that whether the com­ 
munication was stopped or not he 
would go on. 
The correspondent adds 
that enigmatic behavior of Servia com­ 
plicates the situation dangerously,and 
that if King P etir pursues his course 
It is the feeling in Vienna that an ul­ 
timatum will he at once sent to Bel 
grade.

ten laborers were killed, a like num­

missing. 
Immediately following the explosion 
the building, which was a three-story 
structure, took fire and burned to tho 
groupd, and it is believed by the po­ 
lice that some of the m issing were 
cremated in the ruins. 
The injured 
were bundt d to hospitals. 
Three of 
them are in a critical condition. 
There were fifty-five employes in the 
building at the time of the explosion. 
All of them were known by number in­ 
stead of by name, and because of this 
fact identification of some of the vic­ 
tims has not been established.

VIEWS OF6EHALLISOIUS.1 


Bigger 
Fore* Than Turkey's—Bul- 


garia'* Fighting Machine Built Up In 
Eight Years—Artillery a Strong Fac- 
tor In the Triumph of the Allies. 


In the Journal of the Military Serv- 


ice Institution of the United States, . 
published on Governors island by on- 
cers of the army, a leading article deal* 
with the military organizations of Bul- 
garia. Seri-in. Greece, Montenegro and 
Turkey. The autbor is Brigadier Gem- 
era I Jobn N. Allison. 


"Once again." writes General Alli- 


son, "the eyes of the civilized world 
are turued anxiously toward tbe sick 
man of southeastern Europe, who is 
surely and sorely in need of the serv- 
ices of :i physician." 


General Allison takes up in order tb* 


armies of the contending nations, be- 
ginning with Turkey. The Turks, ac- 
cording to General Allison's figures, as- 
sume to have an infantry total of 37,- 
008 officers and 1,222,000 enlisted men. 
a cavalry strength of 1.5SO officers and 
2G.SOO enlisted men, au 
artillery 


strength of 1.032 officers and 29,380 
men and 245 officers and 10.470 enlist- 
ed men in the engineer corps, besides 
a medical corps and a transportation 
department. 


"How 
much of this vast paper force 


actually 
exists," 
General 
Allison 


writes, "wbat proportion of that actu- 
ally existing can be made available 
for work in the Balkans, is a matter of 
pure conjecture. 
Colonel Brose, late 


of the information department of tbe 
German general staff, estimates such 
number as 600,000 men of all arms, 
and this estimate is liberal." 


War Strength of Allies. 


Tbe war strength of tbe allies Gen- 


eral Allison places at 680,000 men, of 
whom Bulgaria furnishes 350,000, Ser- 
via 180.000. Greece 100.000 and Monte- 
negro 50.000. 


Writing of the Bulgarian army. Gen- 


eral Allison points out that the present 
great fighting machine was organized 
less than eight years ago. The organi- 
zation is divided into four parts—tbe 
field or active army, the active army 
reserve, the reserve army and the mili- 
tia. Prior to the present war the Bnl- 
gar army was distributed in nine divi- 
sional areas, each with a headquarters, 
and these areas knew exactly how 
many men of all arms could be called 
upon in the' event of war. The divi- 
sions were subdivided into districts, 
and from each district the organiza- 
tion \vas such as to produce at the ear- 
liest possible moment one fully equip- 
ped regiment of four battalions. 


The Servian army is singled out for 


praise by the army officer, as are also 
the fighting forces of Greece and Mon- 
tenegro. 
General 
Allison calls the 


Montenegrins an intrepid race of sharp- 
shooters, with an organization so per- 
fect tbat it can be concentrated within 
a few days, the army being accompa- 
nied, when it is in the field, by the 
wives and daughters of the soldiers, 
who carry the ammunition and cook 
all of the food. 


The Greek army. General Allison 


points out. has learned the lesson of its 
defeat by Turkey in 1S9T. and since 
that time fan-caching administrative 
changes and disciplinary reforms have 
been adopted, and the present Greek 
force is the outgrowth of that transi- 
tion. 


Artillery's Part. 


Reports from the seat of war agree 


on tbe important part that th? artil- 
lery lias played in the present war. 
General Allison gives much space to 
this arm of the service and shows 
what each of the allied states, as well 
as Turkey, has in the way of big guns. 
The Turkish artillery comprises field, 
horse, mountain artillery and howitzer 
batteries, fortress artillery and artil- 
lery depots. All of the organizations 
are part of the Turkish regular army, 
and there is no second line of artillery. 
On a war footing each field battery has 
4 officers and 100 to 120 enlisted men. 


The latest available reports give the 


total Turkish artillery strength as 198 
field batteries (1.1SS guns), eighteen 
horse batteries (108 guns), forty moun- 
tain battertes (240 guns) and twelve 
howitzer batteries (72 guns). These 
guns are all of the various Krupp 
types. The artillery ammunition train 
consists'of 1,254 wagons. 


Tbe Bulgarian artillery numbers 


about 13.000 officers and men. Tbe ar- 
tillery consists mainly of 8.7 and 75 
centimeter Krupp guns. 6.5 centimeter 
Krupp mountain pieces. Knipp 12 cen- 
timeter and Schneider howitzers, Creu- 
zot.siege guns and 7.5 centimeter Creu- 
zot quick Brers. The number of guns 
Is 1.154. 


Tbe Servian artillery comprises only 


Schneider-Canet 
quick firing guns, 


while tbe Montenegrin artillery con- 
sists of eighteen siege, twenty-flvt 
Aeld and thirty-eight mountain sons, 
lour howitzers, fifteen mortars and 
eighteen Catling and Maxlm-Norden- 
feldt machine guns.

During the past few years greater 


strides have been taken in the direc- 
tion of progressive farming than ev- 
er before 
There are two reasons 


why this advancement has been 
•aade. First, the farmer 
himself 


realizes that the soil can be more 
profitable by proper care and intelli- 
gent management and, secondly, the 
rapidly increasing population of the 
country demands that larger crops 
be raised iu order to supply the one 
hundred millions of people who now 
live in the United States. 


The position of the farmer in this 


country is a peculiarly important 
•ne.

The man in the city 
who is unacquainted with farm life 
buys a sack of flour or a bag of corn 
meal and little realize the work, care 
and attention given the fields in or- 
der tha.t his wants might be supplied. 
On thet; other hand the farmer is in 
a measure dependent upon the city 
merchant for it is to him that the 
farm products are sold. The mer- 
chant also supplies the farmer with 
the necessary articles which can not 
be supplied on the farm.'- These con- 
ditions make these classes mutually 
dependent .and for this reason they 
should work together and the great- 
est harmony should pen-ail.- 
^ 


By various experiments during tli'e 


past half decade, it has been shown 
conclusively that the greatest value 


. is not being obtained from the soil. 


Statistics show that the corn crop 
this year amounted to 3.1(59,000.000 
bushels 
valued at $1,850,000,000. 


This is an average of only thirty 
bushels to the acre. In experimental 
fields, however, it has been shown 
that the ground is capable of produc- 
ing a hundred bushels to the acre 
where the proper care is given to'the 
selection of seed, plowing' iffertilizing 
and cultivation. During the past few 
years hundreds of acres of ground in 
our own country have been made to 
produce larger and better crops by- 
proper fertilization, which costs but 
a comparative small sum iu the first 
instance but results in larger returns 
to the land owner.

about the desired results. The lec- 
tures and demonstrations are given 
by instructors Who have gone over 
the ground thoroughly and after 
years of close study are prepared to 
impart their knowledge to the" farm- 
er. Doubtless many suggestions can 
be obtained from the short 
course 


lectures wbieh are the result of years 
«f study, and which if .properly ap- 
plied can be adopted at once in prac- 
tical agriculture resulting in larger 
crops and a general improvement of 
rural conditions. 


The national government and state 


has been "aiding the farmer in every 
way they can. 
When it was found 


that some conditions could be better- 
ed, steps have been taken to bring 
about the improvement and expense 
has not been considered. ' A great 


opportunity is ^ knocking at the door 
of the farmer, but the sole responsi- 
bility rests with him whether the 
offer is accepted or rejected. Many 
of the farmers are awakened to the 
situation and have not only grasped 
this opportunity but are using their 
influence to interest others. With the 
various agencies which are now at 
work it is a .safe 
prediction 
that 


greater progress will be made during 
the next five years than has 
ever 


been recorded in the same period of 
time.

Washington, Xov. 2C.—A compro 


mise program has been asreert upon 
In the Dominican republic for the 
preservation of peace, according to 
word received at the state depart- 
ment, and the early return 
to the 


United States of the American com- 
missioners is predicted. 


The present administration in the

London, Nov. 26.—There is today 


throughout Europe, though in the 
chancellories the diplomats talk hope- 
fully of the eventual settlement of the 
Balkan difficulty without a general 
war, a general feeling of unrest that 
is not quieted by the refusal of the 
governments to give any hint to their 
peoples as to what is in the wind. It 
has been a day of rumors, of the tell- 
ing of sinister stories and the prompt 
denial of the same. 


Vienna hears that an Austrian con- 


sul has disappeared mysteriously. He 
was last heard of in a town captured 
by the Servians. 
Servia has refused 


to define her attitude until she is done 
with the Turk. She is said to be for- 
tifying Belgrade. On the heels of this 
report there comes a story that Aus- 
tria was about to present an ultimat- 
um to Servia and would act independ- 
ently of the other powers. 


And while the troops are being mo- 


bilized throughout Europe and there 
Is talk of war on all men's lips at the 
little village of Baghtche, near Biyuk- 
Chekmendye. the plenipotentiaries of 
Turkey and Bulgaria are discussing 
the preliminaries for the negotiations 
for an armistice. 


They met on neutral ground. Be- 


yond the general belief that the Bul- 
garians, exhausted by the war, are 
willing to modify their first demands 
rejected by Turkey, and the intima- 
tion that this was now going on, noth- 
ing about the c-onference was given 
out. An armistice of eight days is re- 
ported to have been arranged pending 
the outcome of these conferences, and 
during that time the two armies will 
hold the positions they now occupy 
along the Tchataldja lines. 


The story of the disappearance of 


the Austrian consul at Prisrend. Herr 
Prochaska. comes from the Vienna 
correspondent of the Daily Mail. He 
says that the dispute between Austria 
and Servia has been very seriously 
aggravated by the rumors that the 
consul has been done away with. Ac- 
cording to his dispatch Herr Edl, the 
Austrian emissary dispatched to get 
Into communication with Herr Pro- 
chaska. arrived at Uskub on Saturday, 
expecting to go to Prlsijend. Accord- 
Ing to Herr Edl the Servian authori- 
ties told him. that as the railroad com- 
munication with Prisrend had been in- 
terrupted, he could not go on. Where- 
upon he said that whether the com- 
munication was stopped or not he 
would go on. The correspondent adds 
that enigmatic behavior of Servia com- 
plicates the situation dangerously, and 
that if King Peter pursues his course 
it is the feeling in Vienna that an ul- 
timatum will he at once sent to Bel- 
grade.

ten laborers were killed, a like num- 
ber injured and five are missing. 
Immediately following the explosion 
the building, which was a three-story 
structure, took fire and burned to the 
ground, and it is believed by the po- 
lice that some of the missing were 
cremated in the ruins. The injured 
were hurried to hospitals. Three of 
them are in a critical condition. 


There were fifty-five employes in the 


building at the time of the explosion. 
AH of them were known by number in- 
stead of by name, and because of this 
fact identification of some of the vic- 
tims has not been established. 


Most of the employes were at work 


on the ground floor and to this fact 
they owe their lives. The explosion 
was of such force that it shook the 
town and broke windows in stores and 
dwellings half a mile away, hurled the 
workmen against the side of the build- 
Ing and to the floor. 


The work of rescuing those still 


alive began at once and the injured 
were rused to hospitals.

Dynamiters Planned to Destroy 


Los Angeles. 


M'MAfilGAL CONCLUDES STORY 


As a Climax to His Sensational Tes- 


timony in Federal Court, Govern- 
ment's Chief Witness Tells Jury 
That John McNamara Approached 
Him With a Proposition Literally to 
Wipe California City Off the Map. 


Indianapolis, Xov. 2fi.—One of the 


stories that Ortie E. .Mcllanigal told 
on the witness stand in continuing his 
testimony in the dynamiting cases was 
how desperate John J. McNamara had 
become within a week of his arrest by 
the Rums detectives and to what 
lengths he proposed to go in carrying 
out the great dynamiting campaign of 
1911. 


For some reason J. J. McNamara 


felt a strong resentment against the 
city of I.os Angeles, and he rarely 
spoke of it without an oath, said Mc- 
Manigal. He could not get over the 
feeling that there ought to be a larger 
program of destruction for that city, 
said witness, JIcManigal was around 
headquarters in April. 1907. and on 
the seventh day of that month the plan 
was unfolded to him by ,T. J., which, 
witness said, was the setting of nu- 
merous fires in different parts of the 
city with machines made for that pur- 
pose and the coincident blowing up of 
the water-works system, so that the 
fire department would he helpless in 
extinguishing the flames. The time 
was to lio fixed so that the fire would 
be carried- to all parts of the city by 
favoring winds and the place would be 
wiped out of existence. 


Another plot of which McNamara 


spoke, but which did not reach any 
particular development of means in 
their talks, said the witness, was to 
organize for a holdup at the Indian- 
apolis speedway in May 'following, 
when, he said, there would be not less 
than $1.">0.000 from receipts in the of- 
fices of the Speedway company. The 
plan was to have the holdup men pro- 
vided witt autos and to make the at- 
tack at a certain hour when the 
crowd's attention would be centered 
on the races. 


'"We may have to kill two or three, 


but what the hell is the difference, if 
we get" the $loO,000." said McNamara, 
according to the dynamiter. 


Mcllanigal told of being taken to 


Detective Heed's house in Chicago, 
where in a conversation J. B. said: 
"Every man for himself." McManiga! 
said that in a conversation later with 
W. J. Hums he (McManlgal) told in 
substance what he knew about the dy- 
namiting plots. 


The dynamiter was then turned 


over to the defense and cross-examin- 
ation by Senator Kern was begun. 
Asked by Senator Kern if Hockin ter- 
rorized him into going into this work, 
witness replied that he had. Witness 
gave a list of explosions that he had 
pulled off and the amounts he had re- 
ceived I'or them. 
They aggregated 


twenty and he got a total of $3,290,
